Up practically all night receiving 
the news of his chief's sudden death, 
he had taken in the sitting room of 
his father’s farmhouse in Plymouth, 
Vt., the oath to perform the duties of 
the thirtieth president of the United 
States. 

- Then a visit to his mother's grave. 
and he was off to Washington. He 
arrived in the capital at 9:10 p. m., 
to be met at the railway station by 
an official party, including Secretary

Washington, August 3.—Pressure 
for the calling of an extra session 
of congress is to be brought to bear 
on President Coolidge. It will come 
largely from two sources, those seek- 
ing legislation designed to relieve the 
farmers and those who “see in the 
threatened strike in the anthracite 
coal fields the possibility of another 
fuel famine in New York and New 
England during the coming winter.

busy day. He intended to remain in, 
Washington until the body of Mr. Har- 
ding arrived from: San. Francisco,

Goes Directly to Hotel. 

President Coolidge went directly to 
his suite in the Willard, hotel, where 
he and Mrs. Coolidge will remain un- 
til Mrs. Harding, at her convenience, 
moves from the white house. 

The new president planned to rise 
bright and early tomorrow morning 
and be at his desk by 9 o'clock. Mail, 
accumulating during his vacation in 
New England and conferences on Mr. 
Harding's funeral arrangements, will 
absorb his attention. He also will 
look after preparation of a proclama- 
tion for a day of national mourning 
for Mr. Harding. 

Those who came with the president 
consider it unlikely that he will an- 
mnounce any. important steps in his 
administration until after the coun- 
iry has recovered fro mthe shock of 
the death of Mr. Harding. 

The last leg of President Coolidge’s 
trip from New England to Washing- 
ton was made in fast time. Less than 
four hours and a half after he had 
bearded the special train which await- 
ed him at the Pennsylvania station 
in New York, he stood in the capitol. 


As he passed through the gates to 
the presidential entrance of the rail- 
road station which was last used by 
Mr. Harding when starting his Alas- 
kan trip, Mr. Coolidge raised his hat 
and bowed quietly to the crowd be- 
hind the ropes. There were no cheers 
ior applause but spectators raised

Recently several senators met at Min- | 
| neapolis and dispatched a telegram | 
to President Harding urging that con- ,

The telegram was sent to Brigadier 
General Sawyer, Mr. Harding’s per- 
sonal physician, with a request that 
it be presented when the executive's 
condition permitted. These and other 
senators are expected to present like 
requests to Mr. Coolidge. 

Senator Walsh, who comes from 
Mr. Coolidge’s own state, has issued 
a statement urging a special session 
because of the anthracite situation, 
and other senators and _ representa- 
tives, with whom Mr. Coolidge has had 
close political association in the past, 
also are deeply interested in that 
situation. They are expected to bring 
strong pressure .o bear on the presi- 
dent with a view to action that might 
be expected to prevent a repetition of

Paris, August 3.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Premier LPoincare’s re-'

The substance of the note was made 
public last night after the premier 
had read press accounts of the Brit- 
ish prime minister's statements in 
which Great Britains proposals were 
disclosed. 

The French note raised the ques- 
tion of what might be gained by once 
more appraising Germany’s capacity 
to pay. The estimation of the Reich's 
capacity to pay, the note declared, 
was the duty of the reparations com- 
mission. The premier expressJ] the 
wish that the American unofficial 
member of the comm.ssion could take 
a more active part in its\ delibera- 
tions. 

The French premie.s note also sug- 
gested that if the London govern- 
ment would let Germany know that 
it did not approve of a policy that 
was threatening the 1tuin of Euvpe, 
the situation would be adjusted im- 
mediately. 

The Paris newspapers find that the 
speeches of Prime Minister Baldwin 
and Foreign Secretary Curzon in par- 
liament yesterday are more favorable 
than had been expected and the press 
comments show almost relief. Figaro 
asserts that the statements subetan-. 
tially represent progress over the last 
public declaration of the prime minis- 
ter in that he no longer contests the 
legality of the Ruhr occupation. 

All commentators find that the 
salient character of che British decla- 
ration is indecision. Le Journal says 
it is an admission of impotence and 
Echo de Paris asscris that it is an 
attempt to mediate between France 
and Germany.

FOUR DAYS AND NIGHTS 
DURATION OF JOURNEY, 


Funeral Services to Be 


Held in Capitol Rotunda 
Prior to Final Journey 
to Marion. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

San Francisco, Calif., August 3.— 
An avenue of mourning stretched to- 
night across a land of sorrow, It 
began here at the Golden Gate and 
it ended in the nation’s capitol and 
over it for four days and four nights 
will travel a funeral train bearing the 


body of President Harding. 


When the train, draped in black, 


‘drew out of a black-draped station 


here tonight, there began the saddest 
trans-continental trip in the history 
of the nation. There have been fun- 
eral trains bearing the bodies of 
chief executives of the republic, but 
no such train every passed over so 
long a route. 

Ninety and a half hours will be re- 
quired for the trip. When it is ended 
at 1:30 p. m:, Tuesday, the body of 
Warren G. Harding, will rest awhile 
in the white house where he served 
the American people for nearly two 
and a half years and then in the 
capitol where, as a senator from Ohio, 
he represented his native state for six 
years. 

Funeral services will be held in the 
capitel rotunda late next Wednesday. 
after the body has Iain in state all 
day, and then will begin the fing 
journey to Marion, Ohio. 

To Rest in Marion Cemetery. 

Arriving on the morning of Thurs- 
day at Marion, among the home folks 
the dead president loved best, the 
body will be given the tender care of 
neighbors and friends until the fol- 
lowing day when funeral services will 
be held and a national day of maurn- . 
ing observed. Then it will be laid 
to rest in the Marion cemetery. 

San Francisco was afforded the 
first opportunity to pay respects to 
the dead leader when the body was. 
taken from the Palace hotel, where 
it had rested since the end came Jaat 
night, to the Third and Townsend 
Street station. 

But before the long trip across the 
continent is ended almost countless 
other communities will be allowed the

Former Funerals 
Of Presidents 


Washington, August 3.—(By. the 
Associated Press.)\—While awaiting 
word of Mrs. Harding’s wishes re- 
garding plans for funeral services in 
Washington, officials who will be in 
eharge of arrangements turned back 
the pages of hMtory and revealed the 
state funerals of the martyred Lincoln 
and MeKinley. 

Although both those presidents lay 
in state under the dome of the capitol 
while long lines of sorrowing thou- 
sands passed along for a last glimpse 
and a last show of respect and grief, 
their bodies were first taken to the 
white house, to be-left alone for the 
last tender moments with their 
families. » | 

Lincoln’s body was taken - direct 
from the house on Tenth street across 
from Ford’s theater, to the whitt 
house and placed in the historic east 
room under the great crystal chande- 
lier, and so was MeKinley’s after 
it arrived in Washington from 
Buffalo. 

Thousands of Americans will re- 
member the great crystal chandelier, 
with its myriads of cut glass pieces 
and electric bulbs and the rich but 
somberly decorated walls with the 
portraits of former presidents look- 
ing down upon them. It is probable 
that none but the most intimate 
friends and members of the official 
family and members of the diplomatic 
corps will be admitted there. The 
white house gfounds will be closed. 

At the Capitol. 

At the capitol the catafalque wil! 
be placed in the spot where reposNi 
the remains of Lincoln, Garfield, Mc- 
Kinley and America’s unknown sol- 
dier. It was less than two years 
ago that the president and Mrs. 
Harding bent over the same spot, lay- 
ing a wreath of homage to the na- 
tion’s heroic dead. 

The white house has been in a 
state of disarray during the absence 
of the president and Mrs. Harding 
while workmen were giving it a 
thorough renovation. It will not be’ 
difficult, however, to put the mansion 
to rights so that if Mrs. Harding 
desires, she may, with those relatives, 
who are accompanying her, occupy 
her usual apartments until after the 
state funeral and until she is ready 
to depart for Marion on the last 
journey with her husband. 

If precedent is followed and Mrs. 
Harding desires to have Mr. Hard- 
ing’s body taken to the white house 
before it goes to the capital to lie 
under the great dome, the casket will 
be placed in the center of the great 
rocm on the, same spot, where lay 


the bodies of Lincoin and McKinley. |

To Lie in State. 


‘. If the customary plan is followed, 

r. Harding’s body will lie in state 
for several hours before the official 
funeral ceremony is conducted in the 
rotunda. Admission to. the official 
funeral services will be by card and it 
will be impossible to provide for all 
those who will wish to attend. In 
fact it is difficult to provide for all 
those who take part in the ceremony. 
The rotunda has spacé for less than 
a thousand seats, and out of these 
five hundred have to be,reserved for 
members of congress; the diplomatie 
corps requires about two hundred and 
fifty, and in addition places are re- 
quired for the supreme court, - high

Washington, Aug. 3.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)\—The army, under a 
general. order, issued today, will tel] 
its sorrow tomorrow in the booming 
of guns beginning at dawn and last- 
ing until sunset at every post or camp 
throughout the country. A salute of 
thirteen guns will be fired at day- 
break, followed by the knell of single 
shots at half hour intervals through- 
out the day and terminating with the 
48-gun national salute at sundown.

be renominated and re-elected. 

“Unless something unforeseen 
comes up.” he told this friend, “such 
as a disastrous business panic, a pe- 
riod of great depression or something 
of that sort, E don’t see anything that 
wilh prevent my renomination and re- 
election.”

_ All these developments threw polit- 
ical plans awry and and now the 
sad and sudden death of the president 
gives them another twist.

did Theodore Roosevelt after the 
death of McKinley remains for the 
future. Whether the party chieftains 
will wish “to use their available ma- 
chinery to accomplish his nomination 
is yet to be decided; the events of 
the next few months while Mr. Coo- 
lidge occupies the presidential chair 
may take the decision out of the hands 
of the politicians.

Therefore, I, Walter A. Sims, mayor of 
the city of Atlanta, do issue this proclama- 
tion, that the United States flag at the 
city hall and at five points in said city, 
be placed at half-mast for a period of ten 
days, as a mark of respect to the memory 
of the chief executive of this nation. 


Given under my band and seal, this the 
3rd day of August, 1923. 


Flags on all United States build- 
ings and, at Fort McPherson and the 
federal penitentiary were raised and 
then lowered to half mast at sun 
rise, as were the flags at the city 
hall and capitol. A government cus- 
tom orders that the flags shall remain 
at half mast for thirty days after 
the death of a _ president.

TO USE CHOPPED MEATS AND 
LEFT-OVERS TO ADVANTAGE. 

Cuts such as the flank, neck, plate, 
brisket, and parts of the chuck and 
rump, may be made into palatable 
and appetizing dishes by first chop- 
ping or grinding the meat. Such 
dishes include hamburger, meat 
loaves, meat balls/meat pies, soups, 
croquettes, hash, hot and cold meat 
sandwiches, creamed and casserole 
dishes. 

The housewife who makes an art 
and science of her cookery is con- 
stantly devising new ways of using 
the left-over parts of roasts, steaks,

few days its guest of honor. The 
body was placed in the same car he 
occupied on coming here and started 
on that final journey from, which 
none, not even presidents, returns. 

The same sun which he saw set 
behind the Golden Gate in a halo of 
mist last night from his hotel win- 
dow tonight burnished for a few brief 
moments the metal of his bier. 


Removed From Suite. 


At 5:57 p. m. the body of the 
president was removed from the sit- 
ting room of the presidential suite in 
the Palace hotel and started from 
the eighth floor to the New Montgom- 
ery street entrance where the hearse 
was waiting. 

At 6:08 p. m. the body was placed 
in the hearse and started for the sta- 
tion, while airplanes from Crissy Field 
at the Presidio flew in battle forma- 
tion averhead as an aerial escort. 

Troop E, of the Eleventh cavalry, 
sat at attention before the hearse. As 
the body was removed from the hotel 
cavalry buglers sounded attention, 
then the customary flourishes and ruf- 
fles. Then a navy band played “The 
Star Spangied Bapner” as the throngs 
stood uncovered. The navy band 
then played “Lead, Kindly Light,” 
Mr. Harding’s favorite hymn, as it

Strange Scene in Station. 


The scene inside the railroad sta- 
tion where the presidential train was 
awaiting was a strange one. Plat- 

ms that ordinarily were crowded 

h passengers were bare. Passage- 
ways to and fromthe trains were 
empty. Tracks usually occupied by 
trains were vacant. Only on the far- 
thest track, near an arched traverse 
to the street, stood the same line of 
cars that the presidents’ party had 
occupied on the trip west—and one 
more. 

Rearmost was the ear in which 
Warren G. Harding had lived and 
laughed and worked from Washing- 
ton to Seattle and-fh which he had 
suffered from Seattle to San Fran- 
cisco, Outside it was garlanded with 
ferns and cypress greenery. Beside 
it. the columns of the station were 
wrapped in greenery and banded with 
black crepe to form a frame for an 
open window in its observation com- 
partment. 

Inside the car was hung with black 
and in the observation: section the 
broad windows through which Mr. 
Harding so often had gazed with pleas- 
ure and wonder at the mighty west- 
ern peaks were covered with black. 
From the roof hung garlands of pur- 
ple and white asters, and on the floor, 
its length parallel to that of the car, 
was a low black bier. 

Wherever there was a place to 
fasten them, cypress and ferns had 
been attached, so the president lay 
surrounded by evergreens, symbolic of 
immortality, and by flowers and ferns 
that typified the great outdoors he 
ioved so well, 

Overhead the lights burned as they 
will bairn while the mortal part of 
Warren Harding makes its journey 
to Washington. 


Koom to Be Occupjeid. 


The room will be occupied while the 
train speeds eastward—sailorgs and 
soldiers will stand guard there; men 
who had known Warren Harding from 
boyhood will go there and stand a 
while, silent, gazing on the casket of 
a well- loved friend; a frail, courageous 
figure in black will steal there softly 
and sob. But just beyond was an- 
other’ place that no one will enter 
or occupy—the room where Warren 
Harding lay during the first strug- 
gles with his final illness. 

‘The arrangements for the trip to 
Washington were made by the grief- 
stricken members of the president’s 
party here today while literally thou- 
sands stood about the hotel or walked 
slowly through the lobbies. The plans 
all were to be submitted to Mrs. Hard- 
ing for final approval, and she was 
able to give them her attention, for 
she still was bearing up well under 
the load of sorrow. 


Mrs. Harding Rests. 


Mrs. Harding obtained some rest 
last night, retiring at 1 o’clock and 
sleeping fitfully until morning. 
Throughout the day she moved about 
the presidential suite, always, accord- 
ing to those she met, more mindful of 
others than of herself. She remained 
steadfast to her determination made! 
last night not to break down, but 
whether she could continue to do so 
during the long trip ahead only time 
will tell. 


Supporting Mrs. Harding in with- 
standing her sorrow were messages 
of sympathy,from all parts of the 
world. Telegrams »youred into the 
hotel all through the day. They came 
from two former presidents, Woodrow 
Wilson nnd William Howard Taft;

Charles Graves, the “Known Hero, 
of America from Antioch cemetery, 
near Rome, to a lot in the city cem- 
etery only a short distance from where 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson is buried. 

There had been occasional discus- 
sion of the transfer heretofore, but 
no definite steps had been taken. 
The Legion now has chosen a com- 
mittee to raise the necessary funds 
and it is announced the work will 
be pushed to an early completion. 

Graves, a Rome boy, was selected 
by the United States government as 
the representative of the “Known 
Dead” killed in France, at the same 
time that the body buried in Ar- 
lington cemetery was selected to rep- 
resent the “unknown dead.” 

At the Graves funeral, held in New 
York city, the battle flag of the 
38th division was manned bringing 
together almost 500 stands of colors, 
an incident without precedent in the 
world’s history. Graves would have 
been buried in Arlington cemetery ex- 
cept for his family’s request that he 
be buried here. : 

The new grave will be marked with 
an new 155-centimeter gun, shipped 
from the battlefields of Flanders. The 
gun is already here.

Prohibition has been enforced suc- 
cessfully in the United wy gg scene 
ei Congressman William D. Upshaw, 
of the fifth district of Georgia, in an 
interview with newspapermen in 
Stockholm, Sweden, on ‘July 18, 
which was made public Friday. 

Statjstics were intfoduced by the 
Georgian in his explanation of the 
<ood which the passage of the eight- 
eenth amendment has wrought in 
America, and he called on other ma- 
tions to respect the laws of the United 
States and to assist in their’ enforce- 
ment, : 

“Every nation should réspect the 
Wishes of the American government 
in the matter of national enforcement 
of the Volstead act,” said 
shaw. “We expect. the same coopera- 
tion which the government of the 
United States would give other na- 
tions in the enforcement of laws which 
they had made.” ~ 

“After telling of the great reduc- 
tion of cases of drunkeness in the 
United States since the passage of the 
prohibition act, Mr. Upshaw said the 
use of narcotics was not more prev- 
alent than before the passage of the 
act, but that their use was more 
noticeable. 

“All true Americans want the laws 
of the nation enforced and are willinz 
to assist in the enforcement of them, 
but all are not true Americans. In 
uny country there are law-abiding 
citizens and those who are not patri- 
otic. That same condition exists in 
the United States. 

“As a rule all members of the Unit- 
ed States ~wongress are for the en- 
forcemtnt of the act, and when I re- 
turn to America, I shall introduce in 
congress a resolution declaring ‘per- 
sona non grata’ to congress anyone 
who is found on the floor or in the 
cloak rooms under the influence of. 
liquor,” continued Mr. Upshaw.

‘New York, August 3.—‘Nothing 
that England or the United States 
could do can help Europe avoid a 


smash unless France changes or is 
forced to change her policy,” John F. 
Sinclair, of Minneapolis, executive 
eLairman of the World’gs Monetary as- 
eociation, declared today upon his ar- 
rival on the President Roosevelt, aft- 
er a five-months’ survey of the Euro- 
pean situation.

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HEALTH TALKS 
BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 
BREAD VS. MEAT. 

Can one get as much energy, 
strength, endurance or staying power 
for work or play, out of bread as one 
can get out of meat? How does bread 
compare with meat as a food? Will 
bread sustain a man at hard physical 
work as well as meat does? Can a 
child get as geod building material 
from bread as from meat? Is bread 
or meat the more valuable food if the 
family can have either, but not both? 
Can a man work as well on a bread 
diet as he can on a meat diet? Cana 
child grow as well on bread as on 
meat? In short, who, if anybody, 
should worry if all the butchers went 
out on strike? 

Let us size the two kinds of food 
up from several angles and see how 
they compare. White bread, accord- 
ing to 198 analyses, contains in each 
hundred parts, 35.3 parts of water, 
9.2 parts of protein, 1.3 parts of fat, 
53.1 parts of carbohydrate (starch and 
sugar), and 1.1 parts of mineral mat- 
ter, and has a fuel value of 1,215 
calories per pound. Round steak, ac- 
cording to 54 analyses, contains in 
100 parts 8.5 parts of unedible refuse, 
62.5 parts of water, 18.8 parts of pro- 
tein, 9.2 parts of fat, no carbohy- 
drates, and 1.2 parts of mineral mat- 
ter, and has a fuel value of 745 cal- 
ories per pound, 

The protein (nitrogenous or al- 
buminous part) is the building mate- 
rial. There is enough protein in half 
a pound of white breac. to furnish the 
minimum essential requirement in that 
material for a strong man for one day, 
according to the findings of Hindhede, 
the great Danish nutrition authority. 
Hindhede found by actval experiments 
on men (not rats, guinea pigs.or other 
animals) that 20 grams of protein per 
diem in a bread diet is spfficient for 
aman. In this country it has been 
commonly assumed, from experiments 
made upon lower animals, that mau 
requires a minimum daily protein ra- 
tion of about 69 grams. (An ounce 
is equivalent to about 80 grams). 

The quantity of protein in meat is 
about twice that in bread. In this 
country it has been assumed that the

The Missouri Pacific serves a very 
large territory in Kansas. Its net 
operating income, for 1921, was -9,- 
884,000; it operated 7,000 miles; its 
net operating income per mile was a 
trifle above $1,000. In 1022 its net 
operating income was $8,247,000 and 
its net operating income per mile was 
substantially $1,000. I ask Senator 
Capper what would happen to the 
Missouri Pacific if rates were reduced 
so as to bring the net operating in- 
come of the Union Pacifie and the 
Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe to 
the point he suggests? 

The Kansas, UOklahoma and Gulf 
operates in Kansas. In 1921 its net 
‘ loss upon 417 miles of road was $7,449. 
In 1922 it had a net operating in- 
come of $526,000. What would be 
the outcome to this property if the 
policy, which the senator from Kan- 
sas advocates, should be pursued. 

The St. Joseph and Grand ! 
serves a very considetable territory 
in Kansas. In‘1921 its net operat- 
ing income was $141,000, and it 
operated 258 miles of road. In 1922 
its net operating income was $70,029, 
or less than $300 per mile. Senator 
Capper would see this road go into 
the scrap heap along with the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic. 

The Kansas City, Mexico and Ori- 
ent, in 1921, operated its 737 miles 
of road at a net loss of more than 
$800,000. In 1922 its net loss (by 
neglecting maintenance) was a trifle 
under $5000,000. Unrider the policy of 
obliterating the so-called “lame duck” 
roads this property must go into the 
‘junk pile. 

Would Be Given Up. 

If I were to go over every road 
which serves the people of Kansas 
with transportation it would be found 
that about one-half the railway mile- 
age in that state, under the policy ad- 
vocated by the senator from that 
state, would in the course of time be 
Iven up. It needs no argument to 

nvince the people that this policy 
cannot be pursued. Rather than to 
destroy the country in this fashion it 
would be infinitely better to go to 
government ownership, and supple- 
ment insufficient revenues by appro- 
'priations from the general treasury. 
All the reasons urged by Senator 
Capper for the repeal of section 1l5-a 
will, when the situation is correctly 
understood, be the most persuasive 
arguments in favor of its retention 
until at least we can bring about the 
consolidations which alone can save 
the American railways from destruc- 
tion or from government ownership. 

Senator Capper is very pessimistic 
about another provision in section 
+ 15-A, to which I will now give brief 
jattention. Knowing that some roads 
‘would earn, under any possible dis- 
‘tribution of rates, more than a fair 
return, the Jaw provides in paragraph 
(6) that: “If, under the provisions 
of this section, any carrier receives 
ifor any year a net railway operating 


the value of the railway property held 
for and used by it in the service of 
transportation, one-half of such ex- 
cess shall be placed in a reserve fund 
jestablished and maintained by such 
‘Carrier, and the remaining one-half 
i'thereof sSall, within the first four 
months following the close of the 
| period for which such computation is 
;made, be recovered by and paid to the 
‘commission for the purpose of estab- 
lishing and maintaining a_ general 
railroad contingent fund as _herein- 
after described.” 

He says that many railways have 
earned more than 6 per cent but that 
they have refused to pay one-half the 
excess to the government, claiming 
that this part of the law is uncon- 
stitutional. He says the _ interstate 
commerce commission has not at- 
tempted to collect the money due the 
government under this clause and 
that the attempt to recapture these 
excess earnings is a complete failure. 
It is quite evident that my colleague 
is ‘so bitterly opposed to the section 
itself that he rather hopes that this 
part of it will not be successful. What 
is the truth about it? 


In 1920 there were substantially no 
excess earnings; in 1921 a compara- 
tively small amount. In 1922 there 
was a large amount earned by various 
railroads in excess of 6 per cent. It 
is true that the railway companies 
which are earning in excess incomes 
have insisted that the transportation 
act, in this respect, is unconstitu- 
tional, but it must be remembered 
that, at one time or another, the rail- 
road companies have claimed that 
practically all the effective parts of 
the interstate commerce act were un- 
constitutional, 

Senator Capper, as already sug- 
gested, delivered his speeches in the 
senate on November 13, 1922, and 
February 1, 1923. There was thn 
pending in the district court of the 
United States for the eastern district 
of Texas a case brought to test the 
constitutionality of the recapture pro- 
visions of the transportation act. It 
was carried to a decision with mnn- 
usual promptitude and wag decided 
shortly after Senator Capper made 
his last speech in the senate. The 
court held the act, in this respect, to 
be constitutional. The opinion will 
be found in 287 Federal Reporter. 
728. The carrier immediately appeal- 
ed from the decision of the sunreme 
court of the United States, and the 
case ig assigned for hearing in tleat 
tribunal on November 12 next. In-

telegram of condolence from the sen- 
ate was dispatched to Mrs. Harding. 
In the house, members stood and sang 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee,” following 
adjournment for 10 minutes by both 
bodies. 
Resolutions in Senate. 


Senator Duke was author of the res- 
olutions in the upper house, which 
were unanimously adopted and signed 
by virtually every member. They read: 

Whereas God in His infinite wisdom has 
seen fit to take from us our great and 
just president of the United States: and, 

Whereas, in the taking of Warren G. 
Harding by death, we have lost a great 
and just man. and one of the most be- 
loved presidents in the history of the na- 
tion: 

Whereas, the nation as a whole has 
lost a true friend; 

Therefore, be it resolved by the senate 
of Georgia, That we do adjourn for a period 
of ten minutes in respect of this great 
and good man.

The house resolution, offered by 
Representative Covington, of Colquitt 
follows: 

Whereas. we have learned with profound 
zrief of the death, at San Francisco, on 
the second day of the present inst. month 
of August, of the Hon. Warren G. Hard- 
ing. president of the United States;
